Comparable actions such as inspection in 
Cuba in return for the UN investizgation of cornplaints about the U.S. were 
difficult, aot only for the U,5., but for other mambersz of the GAS. As co 
iutare assurances, we want a permanent UN presence in Cuba for which 
‘we would guarantee that we would not invade. For as, the UN presence 
-would be 2 guarantee against the reintrodaction of strategic oissiles. We 
should think about overflights ‘of Guba and the U.S. and about 2 UN presence 
in Floride az well 2s in Cobe.
